One of the laws of. life is struggle. No animate thing 
can continue to live and flourish without exerting itself. 
If we fail to use our arms and legs, the muscles in them 
begin to decline more rapidly than otherwise would be the 
case. Put a flower that has been carefully nursed for a 
long time out among the weeds that have had no attention 
and that have been compelled to fight for existence and 
the weeds will smother and kill the less robust flower. 
‘rom our entrance into the world until the hour of our 
exit we must struggle more or less or die. Try as we will, 
there is no way to evade the operations of this law. Its 
mandates must be obeyed or disaster follows. 

This same law applies to the trade union and its mem- 
bers. If they are to succeed, they must exert themselves, 
and if they fail to exert themselves in an effort to make 
progress, they must abide by the inevitable consequences 
of such a policy. During the past few years there has been 
a very noticeable disposition on the part of large numbers 
in nearly all unions to let things go as they please, no effort 
being made to direct them into the proper channels, the 
idea seeming to prevail that things have in the past turned 
out all right and that this furnishes assurance that the 
future will end well without any attention. Among the 
younger element in the unions there is some excuse for 
holding this distorted view of things, because they came 
into the unions and found conditions pretty well estab- 
lished without any effort on their part. They know little 
or nothing about the struggles and sacrifices made by the 
pioneers in the movement to bring about the industrial 
conditions that they found upon entering the field as wage 
workers, so that they naturally feel that there is no need 
ior becoming interested or putting themselves out the least 
bit in order to maintain the present conditions or improve 
them. Their confidence is the outgrowth of ignorance of 
the facts. 

But what excuse has the worker of experience, who is 
familiar with the truth of the situation, yet who has be- 
come almost as disinterested as the youngster? There is 
but one way to account for his resting upon his oars and 
letting the trade union boat drift along without guidance, 
and that is that he has become fairly prosperous, and as a 
consequence, abnormally selfish, feeling that he is all right 
and that the other fellow will have to look after himself 
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without any assistance from him. 


If this be the case, he 


is as foolish as the ignorant youngster, because he is by 


no means safe. As soon as employers discover there is no 
real life in the unions, they will undoubtedly launch an 
attack upon them that will have as its purpose the tearing 
down of wage scales and the turning over of working 
conditions, and in such a flood all workers, union and non- 
union, will be swept away from their comfortable moorings 
and set adrift without any means of protecting themselves. 

The time to think about these things is now. After they 
have happened it will be too late. Unless trade unionists 
arouse themselves from the slumber of the past few years, 
such a happening is not likely to be long delayed. Already 
there are indications of a world-wide conspiracy on the 
part of employers to launch concerted attacks upon the 
unions in almost every corner of the world. They are even 
now being attacked on the political flank in Great Britain, 
Italy, Germany, France, Japan, Australia and the United 
States. 

The big industrial drive has not yet been set in motion 
except in Great Britain and the United States, and even 
in these two countries it has not yet been developed to the 
point mapped out by the captains of finance and industry. 
Just why we do not know, but we do know that almost 
daily such institutions as the National Chamber of Com- 
merce and the National Association of Manufacturers are 
making preparations for a tremendous drive against the 
unions at some time in the future. 

What are the union men and women of this country 
going to do about it? Are they going to sit back sucking 
their thumbs and allow their enemies to go on completing 
their plans without making any preparations for their own 
defense, or are they going to throw off their lethargy and 
take a real keen interest in their organizations ? 

If the membership of the unions will become interested, 
attend meetings and show a disposition to do their duty 
toward their organizations, there will be nothing to fear 
from the attacks of their enemies; but, on the other hand, 
if they are of a disposition to occupy the position of hot- 
house plants that must be nursed by the officers of the 
organizations, they may rest assured that they are in for

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Status of the Cartwright Act 

By THEODORE JOHNSON = 
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The California anti-trust law, the Cartwright Act, so 
amed after its author, State Senator George W. Cartwright 
.{ Fresno, was enacted in 1907 and modeled upon precedents 
hen in force for the regulation and suppression of trusts and 
nonopolies, as exemplified in the Federal anti-trust act, the 
“herman Law, applicable to interstate and foreign commerce. 
[ts scope and purpose was “‘to define trust and to provide 
for criminal penalties and civil damages, and punishment of 
corporations, persons, firms and associations, or persons con- 
nected with them, and to promote free competition in com- 
merce and all classes of business in this State.” It was a 
State law applicable exclusively to local or intra-state com- 
merce as completely and thoroughly as the federal law ap- 
plied to interstate commerce. 

If left in its original form, it would have enabled the 
State Government to prosecute and dissolve combinations in 
restraint of local trade and commerce as effectively as the 
ederal Government succeeded for over a decade in sup- 
pressing restraints and monopolies in interstate commerce; 
and the judicial precedents and interpretations of the Sher- 
man Law would have been available guides for the adminis- 
tration of our own anti-trust law.

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J. N. O. Rech of Los Angeles, a Republican and not a Demo- 
crat in politics like the Fresno Senator, introduced a bill con- 
taining amendments to the Cartwright Act which funda- 
mentally changed its scope and, as we shall see later, also its 
usefulness and validity as a measure to prevent restraints 
in trade and dissolve unlawful monopolies. The bill passed 
both houses and was signed by Governor Gillette, who had 
also signed the original act. 

The three amendments were as follows: 

First: Section 1 was amended by adding at the end 
thereof two provisos or exceptions, which greatly limited the 
definition of a trust and the practices declared to be illegal 
in our State; the first of these provisos made lawful all agree- 
ments and combinations “the object and business of which 
are to conduct its operations at a reasonable profit or to mar- 
ket at a reasonable profit those products which cannot other- 
wise be so marketed”; and the second proviso made it lawful 
for merchants and manufacturers to enter into combination 
or own an interest in any association, firm or corporation 
“having as its object or purpose the transportation, market- 
ing or delivery” of commodities of similar or like character 
to those sold or manufactured by said merchants and manu- 
facturers.

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The first case we note was that of the People v. Sacra- 
) »ento Butchers’ Protective Association, which was decided 
oy January 22, 1910, and declared the original act of 1907 
tbe constitutional, and upheld the conviction of the organi- 
yion that had attempted to establish a monopoly in the 
roiail meat business in Sacramento. The case, of course, did 
t touch the constitutionality of the amended act, which was 
not involved. 


We note but one more criminal case prosecuted in Los 
\ngeles to a conviction and upheld by the Appellate Court, 
(he case of People v. H. Jevne Company, which showed up 
+ a combination of wholesale bakers who had entered into an 
F acreement whereby they fixed retail prices of bread sold by 
"them to retailers and agreed among themselves that they 
would not sell to retailers who did not maintain such prices. 
The defendants did not raise the question of constitutionality, 
which 1f they had done so probably would have saved them, 


hut instead sought to avoid punishment under the above cited 


provisos permitting agreements and combinations to secure 
reasonable profits. The court held that the defendants had 
failed to show that the maintenance of a fixed price would 
enable the wholesalers to realize a fair profit on their own 
transactions, and that they had only attempted to show and 
prove that the price fixed by them would benefit the retailers 
and enable them to realize a fair profit in their business; the 
court considered that the provision in regard to reasonable 
profit “contemplates a profit sought by the persons entering 
into the combination and not the profit of the customers or 
vendees,”

On this we have a recent opinion of the United States 
‘.preme Court that is decisive and binding upon the courts 
o| our own state, although it primarily affected those of a 
ier state. | 
This case is that of Cline v. rink Dairy Company, de- 
ded May 31, 1927, holding the Colorado Anti-Trust Law, 
nich is almost a replica of ours, unconstitutional “because 
vague and uncertain in its description as to what shall con- 
«itute a criminal offense as to be invalid under the due proc- 
s clause of the federal Constitution.” 
We quote a description of the Colorado act from the said 


» opinion, as follows: 


The Colorado Anti-Trust Law denounces conspiracies 


/ and combinations of persons and corporations (1) to create 
and carry out restrictions in trade or commerce preventing 
the full and free pursuit of any lawful business in the state; 


(2) to increase or reduce the price of merchandise, products 


or commodities; (3) to prevent competition in the making, 
transportation, sale or purchase of commodities and mer- 
chandise; (4) to fix any standard of figures whereby the 
price shall be controlled or established; (5) to make or exe- 
cute any contract or agreement to bind the participants not 
to sell below a common standard, or to keep the price of the 
article at a fixed or graded figure, or establish or settle the 
price between themselves, so as to preclude a free and un- 
restricted competition among themselves, or to pool, com- 
bine any interest they may have in such business of making, 
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selling or transporting that the price of the article may be 
attected. The foregoing language sufficiently describes for 
purposes of a criminal statute the acts which it intends to 
punish, but the Colorado law does not stop with that. It is 
accompanied by two provisos, which materially affect its pur- 
port and effect. They are as follows: 

“And all such combinations are hereby declared to be 
against public policy, unlawful and void; provided, that no 
agreement or association shall be deemed unlawful or within 
the provisicns of this act, the object and purposes of which 
are to conduct operations at a reasonable profit or to market 
at a reasonable profit those products which cannot otherwise 
be so marketed; provided, further, that it shall not be deemed 
to be unlawful, or within the provisions of this act, for per- 
sons, firms or corporations engaged in the business of sell- 
ing or manufacturing commodities of a similar or like char- 
acter to employ, form, organize or own any interest in any 
association, firm or corporation having as its object or pur- 
pose the transportation, marketing or delivering of such 
commodities. ...” 

This would equally well describe the Cartwright Act. 

The opinion, written by Chief Justice Taft, and concurred 
in by all the Justices, proceeds to review a number of pre- 
vious decisions of his own court, and other applicable cases, 
including some that may be thought of contrary intent, and 
arrives with great precision and logic to the conclusion that 
“the anti-trust statute of Colorado is void in that those who 
are prosecuted and convicted under it will be denied due 
process of law.” 
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The decision is too lengthy for further review here, but 
few quotations will suffice to convince the most skeptical 
| iat there can be no escape from the logic of the opinion. The 
court quotes with approval its own opinion in the case of 
( nited States v. Trenton Potteries Co., February 21, 1917, 
here it was said, among other things, “The aim and result 
«| every price-fixing agreement, if effective, is the elimina- 
m of one form of competition. The power to fix prices, 
\ hether reasonably exercised or not, involves power to con- 
ol the market and to fix arbitrary and unreasonable prices. 
he reasonable price fixed today may through economic and 
usiness changes become the unreasonable price of tomor- 
ow. Once established, it may be maintained unchanged be- 
‘use of the absence of competition secured by the agreement 
for a price reasonable when fixed. Agreements which create 
such potential power may well be held to be in themselves 
unreasonable or unlawful restraints, without the necessity 
o| minute inquiry whether a particular price is reasonable or 
unreasonable as fixed and without placing on the government 
in enforcing the Sherman Law the burden of ascertaining 
irom day to day whether it has become unreasonable through 
ihe mere variation of economic conditions. Moreover, in the 
absence of express legislation requiring it, we should hesi- 
‘ate to adopt a construction making the difference between 
legal and illegal conduct in the field of business relations 
depend upon so uncertain a test as whether prices are reason- 
able—a determination which can be satisfactorily made only 
alter a complete survey of our economic organization and a 
choice between rival philosophies.” 
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“The principle of due process of law requiring reasonable 
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certainty of description in fixing a standard for exacting 


obedience from a person in advance has application as well in 
civil as in criminal legislation, but the fact that it is often 
necessary to investigate and decide certain questions in civil

standard for a jury’s decision. A legislature must fix the 
standard more simply and more definitely before a person 
nyust conform or a jury can act.” 

Many interesting and differing consequences may result 
j,om the Cline decision in so far as it affects the Cartwright 
Act. Of one thing we may rest confident and assured, namely 
{hat the two provisos added to Section 1 in 1g0g are uncon- 
stitutional and void and may no longer be used as a shield 
against criminal prosecutions. But it is less clear, whether 
or not the amendments are entirely abrogated in cases of 
suits for damages by private parties under Section 11 of the 
act. The most surprising result, however, would be, as ap- 
pears likely, to restore the original force and intent of the 
act, making it a legal weapon as keen as the Sherman Law 
proved to be at a certain period of the history of our country. 

Whether or not Section 13 is valid remains still to be de- 
termined and it would be hazardous to predict the result, in 
view that there are decisions in various states leaning either 
way, and we have no means of judging until there be secured 
an authoritative decision directly on the point. 

The present status of the Cartwright Act is, accordingly, 
most interesting and full of surprising possibilities. How- 
ever, the American Federation of Labor, and big business 
as well, are on record for the repeal of the Sherman Law, 
which seems to indicate that there exists no great general 
desire to either enforce or revive legislation of this kind. 
Combination and co-operation are the tendencies of the time, 
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and our industrial development seems to require more liberal 


views and treatment as to what kind of restraints and monop- 
olies are to be allowed and prove their ability to contribute to 
the general welfare, and what kind to be fought and sup- 
pressed at all hazards. Diversity of interests will continue 
to surround this problem with a multitude of vexing and con- 
flicting views and aims at a solution, and the people of our 
State and nation must expect questions of this nature to be 
a continual theme for discussion and action before courts and 
legislatures until finally settled or abandoned in the pursuit 


for new interests and more pressing needs. 


One thing ought to be aimed at by all men—that the 
interest of each individually and of all collectively should be 
the same; for, if each should grasp at his individual interest, 
all human society will be dissolved.—Cicero. 
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Under the title “Executive Assumption of the War- 
Making Power,” Dr. Albert H. Putney, professor of consti- 
tutional law in the National University Law School of Wash- 
ington, has compiled statements and writings of Secretaries 
of State and Presidents with reference to the war-making 
power of Congress that constitutes the most severe indict- 
ment of the present administration's policy of waging un- 
declared war. He might have called the article “Executive 
In support of the 
claim now made by the executive, as Dr. Putney points out, 


Usurpation of the War-Making Power.” 


can be cited a few scattered and dubious actions by the execu- 
tive department since November 1, 1903, but nothing “which 
can be presented as a precedent to justify the recent sending 
of the Marines to Nicaragua.” Dr. Putney concludes: 

“Against the recent claim of the executive department 
are arrayed the plain and express wording of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, the debates in the Federal Con- 
stitutional Convention, the explanation of the Constitution 
contained in the Federalist, various decisions by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and the attitude and conduct of 
both legislative and executive departments of the govern- 
ment down to November, 1903.” 

“These precedents would seem to indicate that under 
the Constitution of the United States the power to declare 
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war, including the power to authorize the use of offensiv: 
force abroad, is vested exclusively in the Congress of the 
United States. 

“The recent history of the United States would seem t 
indicate that this was one of the wisest innovations made by 
the framers of the Federal Constitution.” 

He cites the decision of the Supreme Court in the Prize 
case: 

“By the Constitution, Congress alone has the power to 
declare a national or foreign war. .. . The Constitution con- 
fers on the President the whole executive power. . . . He is 
commander-in-chief of the army and navy of the United 
States. ... He has no power to initiate or declare a war either 
against a foreign nation or a domestic state.” 

The Supreme Court, in Talbot v. Seeman, held: 

“The whole powers of war being, by the Constitution of 
the United States, vested in Congress, the acts of that body 
can alone be resorted to as our guides in this inquiry.” 

The great constitutional lawyer, Daniel Webster, when 
Secretary of State, wrote: 

“In the first place, I have to say that the war-making 
power in this government rests entirely in Congress and that 
the President can authorize belligerent operations only in the 
cases expressly provided for by the Constitution and the laws. 
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ly these no power is given to the executive to oppose an 
attack by one independent nation on the possessions of 
another.” 

President James Madison, in a message discussing the 
outrages which had been committed by force upon American 

mmerce, admitted “This is a solemn question which the 
‘onstitution wisely confides to the legislative department of 
(be government.” 
In 1870, Hon. Hamilton Fish, then Secretary of State, 
id with reference to the Monroe Doctrine: 

“It does not contemplate forcible intervention in any 
legitimate contest, but it protests against permitting such a 
‘ontest to result in the increase of European power or in- 
iuence. 

In his annual message of December 6, 1858, President 
huchanan said: 

“The remedy for this state of things can only be supplied 
hy Congress, since the Constitution has confided to that body 
alone the power to make war.” 

And the next year he remarked: 

“The executive government of this country in its inter- 
course with foreign nations is limited to the employment of 
diplomacy alone. When this fails it can proceed no further. 
It cannot legitimately resort to force without the direct 
authority of Congress, except in resisting and repelling hos- 
tile attacks.” 

President Harrison in 1891 said with reference to the 
Civil War in Chili: 

“The instructions to our naval officers and to our minister

at Santiago from the first to the last of this struggle enjoined 
upon them the most impartial treatment and absolute non- 
interference.” 

President Cleveland, in a message in 1893 to the Senate 
about the revolution in Hawaii, said: 

“While naturally sympathizing with every effort to estab- 
lish a republican form of government, it has been the settled 
policy of the United States to concede to people of foreign 
countries the same freedom and independence in the manage- 
ment of their domestic affairs that we have always claimed 
for ourselves, and it has been our practice to recognize revo- 
lutionary governments as soon as it became apparent that 
they are supported by the people.” 

Dr. Putney has made out an unanswerable indictment of 
the President’s action which he could have put in no better 
words than the quotation he makes from a letter written by 
Mr. Cass, Secretary of State in 1860: 

“The employment of the national force under such cir- 
cumstances, for the invasion of Nicaragua is an act of war, 
and however just it may be, it is a measure which Congress

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“he local Laundry Workers’ Union was organized on 


January 29, 1901, and our first agreement called for ten 
hours per day. Markers, distributors, wringer men and 
washers received $15 per week. Head washers, markers and 
distributors received $18 per week. The girls in all other 
departments ranged from $5 to $8 per week. 

In 1904 we received a nine-hour day and an increase in 


In 1905 we received a IO per cent increase in wages. 

In 1907 we asked for the eight-hour day and an increase 
of 10 per cent in wages, which was refused by the employers 
and a strike resulted. This was our first strike and we were 
out eleven weeks, with about 1100 members involved. Finally 
a compromise was reached providing that for one year, be- 
ginning June I, 1907, and ending June 1, 1908, fifty-one 
hours should constitute a week’s work and that the following 
year the hours were to be reduced to fifty, one hour to be 
taken off for each vear until 1910, when the work week was 
to be forty-eight hours. The wages provided for in the agree- 
ment were: Head washers, markers and distributors, $22.50 
per week; markers, washers and wringer men, $18 per week. 
The girls, in all departments, were to range from $7 to $15 
per week. This scale continued until 1913, when an increase 


for the girls was negotiated providing for from $8 to $15, 
slightly increasing the lower paid girls. 

Our next agreement was from June 18, 1917, to June 18, 
1921, When another increase was provided for, making tlic 
minimum for the girls $9 per week and running up to $16. 
The head washers, markers and distributors to receive $23.>5 
per week; washers, wringer men, markers and distributors, 
$19.25. These rates continued until August 18, 1918, when a 
new agreement was entered into providing for a flat increase 
of S2 per week all along the line, and in 1919 an increase of 
$4 per week was provided for all, thus establishing a mini- 
mum of $15 for the girls, running up to $22. Head markers, 
washers and distributors were to receive $29.75, and mark- 
ers, distributors, washers, wringer men, $25.25 minimum. 

In June, 1921, another raise was negotiated, making thie 
minimum for girls $17 and ranging up to $24. Head mark- 
ers, distributors and washers were increased to $31.75; 
markers, distributors, washers and wringer men, $27.25 per 
week. This scale continued until 1924, when another flat in- 
crease of $2 per week was negotiated, to run until June 18, 
1926, when a new agreement was negotiated providing for 
a minimum of $21 for the girls and $35 for head washers. 


The local Laundry Workers’ Union is the largest in the 
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BEFORE ORGANIZATION. 

Before the steam flat ironers came into existence only 
wen and boys (mostly Chinese) worked in laundries in this 
ciy. With the introduction of the steam flat ironers girls 
}egzan to come into the local laundries. 

At that time we only had wringers and washers. Every- 
(liing was done with flatirons, heated in coke stoves, located 
in the centre of the ironing room, many stoves holding as 
high as fifty irons. 

Board was provided for all the help, week days three 
nicals a day, and on Sundays two meals, though the workers 
often had to buy their own butter and any delicacies they 
desired. Long tables at which all sat were provided and all 
food was served family style in one dish, so that frequently 
the last person in got nothing, and the food was never 
very good. 

All workers had to be in their rooms at 10 o'clock, at 
which time all lights were put out. If lights were on after 
10 o’clock it was reported to the management and penalties 
were inflicted upon the guilty parties. 

The majority of the laundries worked from twelve to 
fourteen hours per day. Some of the laundries, the latter 
part of the week, worked from 7 in the morning till 12 at 
night. 

The wages were from $10 tv $30 per month, with board, 
though many did not get rooms. The Chinese worked in these

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The United Garment Workers of America, organized in 
i8o1, proved to be the first permanent foothold for those 
secking even the most ordinary living conditions in certain 
vanches of the needle trades, combining the hopes and as- 
virations of long years of struggle, and being filled with a 
purpose which no opposition could dispel. 

The organization of the workers was brought about in 
‘ew York City, in secret sessions by a few of the devoted, 
jorward-looking workers who were willing to sacrifice their 
own comfort, their jobs, their homes and sometimes even 
their lives, in order to carry on work of arousing the work- 
crs to the possibilities within their grasp—to preach the doc- 
irine of trade unionism, proclaim the message and gospel of 
labor and of justice to labor, in any place and at any time. 

In the early history of the American labor movement the 
big cities of the country were filled with sweat shops—and 
he trade union movement gradually drove this curse from 
he tenement houses and compelled the establishment of fac- 
ories in safe and sanitary buildings. This was impossible, 
iowever, until the workers organized, as it was not until 
union shops were demanded by trade unions and secured 
hat any improvement in conditions became permanent. 

A union shop represents true democracy in industry as 
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compared with a non-union shop, where the first and last 
word spoken comes from the employer and every condition 
tends to advance his interests and profits, to the detriment of 
the employee; no protest can be successfully voiced in a non- 
union shop by employees, as the individual employee stands 
alone, and, by protesting, may array not only the employer 
but the other employees against him. In the union shop, 
employees, through representatives selected by themselves, 
meet the employer on a common ground, discuss their industry 
from all points of view and agree together upon all matters 
of importance to the operation of the shop. 

The conditions under which the men and women in the 
needle trades were working, were perhaps lower than those 
of any group of workers at the time. The “sweat shop” was 
pre-eminent in the clothing trades—men and women—in 
fact, whole families, from the babe in arms to the aged grand- 
parents, were forced to keep busily employed upon every part 
of making garments in order to earn barely enough money 
to provide poor food and a wretched shelter. These families 
worked, lived, married, brought children into the world, were 
ill, died, all in the same room—with little light and no fresh 
air or sunshine. To a large extent, garments were cut in bulk, 
then portioned out to contractors, who, in turn, portioned 
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them out to the wretched workers, and the garments so made 
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Were exposed to all kinds of disease and dirt while in the 


process of manufacture.

To combat such degrading conditions and to secure for 
those who worked in the needle trades a wage which would 
mean health, food, sunlight and education for their families, 
the workers organized into the trade union known as the 
United Garment Workers of America, affiliating with the

In order that the public could know of the effort being 
made for better conditions, and thus become informed as to

Through the agitation necessary to accomplish this 
end, the Garment Workers were instrumental in helping to 
eliminate the “sweat shops” in the large clothing centers.

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stable government; that the path of safety lies in the oppor- 
tunity to discuss freely supposed grievances and proposed 
remedies; and that the fitting remedy for evil counsels is 
good ones. 

Believing in the power of reason as applied through pub- 
lic discussion, they eschewed silence coerced by law—the 
argument of force in its worst form. Recognizing the occa- 
sional tyrannies of governing majorities, they amended the 
Constitution so that free speech and assembly should be 
guaranteed. 

Fear of serious injury cannot alone justify suppression of 
free speech and assembly. Men feared witches and burnt 
women. It is the function of speech to free men from the 
bondage of irrational fears. 

REMEDY IS MORE SPEECH, NOT ENFORCED SILENCE. 

Those who won our independence by revolution were not 
cowards.

a vear. Also the death benefit was fixed at $400. Since then 
it has been increased to $500. And all this by raising the 
nembers’ dues but twenty-five cents a month. “It can’t be 
done,” we were told, “the union will be bankrupt.”” Of course 
ii couldn’t be done and kept up indefinitely under ordinary 
conditions unless we boosted high your monthly dues. But 
mark you this point. Your executive committee knew what 
ii was about.- It knew that the earnings from our investment 
in the Independent Laundry would take care of any possible 
deficit in our sick and death fund now or at any time in the 


fiture. 


And this brings us to the next momentous achievement 
in the history of this union. Scarcely had the embers of the 
ereat fire cooled in 1906 and the period of temporary rehabili- 
tation passed when the Japanese in this city swept down upon 
the laundry industry like a swarm of locusts and threatened 
to root the white man out, limb and branch. A state of 
hopelessness and inertia seemed to paralyze our people, and 
it was then that this union justified its leadership and saved 
the laundry industry to the white race. We sent out the clarion 
call and brought into our fold every white proprietor, the 
workers’ union and the supply houses and under the auspices 
of the Drivers’ Union the powerful Anti-Jap Laundry 
League was formed. Looking down the corridors of time I 
can still feel the thrill of it and the glow of it as that intense 
interest and unbounded enthusiasm swept our forces on and 
on and from victory to victory. At one time we had leagues 
organized in Fresno, San Jose, Oakland, Stockton and San

Supervisors, where the Japs got permits to open laundries. 
Before elections we had the candidates pledged against en- 
couraging Asiatic competition. And then dawned a day when 
the enthusiasm and interest cooled and four Supervisors, 
thinking our prestige had waned, violated their pledges and 
swung to the side of the Japs. 

Again we sounded the call and brought together clans 
and before the public we went conducting a vigorous cam- 
paign and everyone of those four Supervisors who had vio- 
lated their pledges went down to defeat at the next election. 
It's not in the spirit of vainglory that those deeds of other 
days are recalled, but for the purpose of putting into your 
heart confidence and trust that your organization that saved 
the laundry industry upon a former occasion will be up and 
doing its utmost to repeat the success of the past in solving 
the serious problems of the present. 

And this brings us down to the crisis of today. Of course 
you know what it’s all about—the competition of the home 
washing machine. But how many of you appreciate the tre- 
mendous seriousness of this competition as it affects our 
means of earning a livelihood. Already we've felt this en- 
tering wedge in our industry, but that’s nothing to what is 
coming unless the laundry forces organize to fight back. Like 
every movement that starts in the East, it takes a while he- 
tore the full momentum is felt in the West.

It is the abuses of industry that lead politicians on in their 
blind groping for power. Any institution will take power unto 
itself if it can. Political government is no exception. Bureaus 
grow upon bureaus. Work expands and personnel is in- 
creased. It’s an old story. Then along comes some big explo- 
sion, like Teapot Dome, and the clamor for more regulation 
goes up. More regulation begets more regulation. Giant 
power comes into the popular press. Congressmen sit up. 
Aha, here is something new to regulate! Another bureau! 
The cry goes up to help the farmers. A half dozen bureaus 
have grown on that foundation. None of them help very 
much, but all seek to perpetuate their grip on life. 

There is government service that industry needs and 
wants and profits by. Helpful service is one thing; repression 
is another. Repression is what hurts and it must be stopped 
it American industry is to bloom at its best. 

But industrial abuses must be corrected by industry itself 
or political government will continue to intrude and repress. 
Continued intrusion of government into a field that is foreign 
to political government must result in the building of bureau- 
cracy. The situation cannot remain static. One side goes up 
and the other goes down. The heaviest side will go down, 
always. 

Two philosophies contend for supremacy in all of this 
muddled condition. One leads to an all-powerful state. One 
leads to an all-poweriul citizenship. It is this latter that we

point. Just now we learn that ten great power companies 
have joined together, linked up their producing facilities, and 
will produce as one unit. What happens? First, economies 
come. Power is transported over wires where coal used to 
be transported over rails. The power is made at the mine. 
Many reserve plants are closed and will be dismantled. Not 
sO many are needed as when the ten companies operated sep- 
aratelv 

But this group and other similar groups must cross state 
lines. Thus they encounter not only state government, but 
Federal government. 

The government is concerned with prevention, with for- 
bidding. Usually it is not concerned with developing. To 
make things work better and more efficiently is not a govern- 
ment concern in cases like this. Management must make the 
thing run. overcoming governmental obstacles meanwhile.

eree in some group of the people themselves ? 

We can’t discard at once the restraining hand of gov- 
- ernment, but we can begin to build consciously and purpose- 
fully toward organizing industrial intelligence so that gov- 
ernment of industry by industry may replace manhandling 
of industry by politicians. 

Government is a4 wonderful thing. It stands, in a democ- 
racy, for a magnificent concept of human freedom. It thrills 
all who are capable of being thrilled. It is a noble institution. 

But government is run by human beings and generally 
they are politicians. That does not mean that they are not 
good men. It means that they are politically minded. Be- 
tween politics and industry a great gulf is fixed by natural 
forces. It is there. We will not let industry wholly run the 
government. We ought not to let government wholly run 
industry. But we will have to unless industry can develop a 
government of its own. Within its sphere industry possesses 
all the competence for government over its own affairs. 

The practical road in this direction lies through organi- 
zation and representation. It will take a long time, perhaps, 
but there is, in the opinion of many serious students, no other 
way out of the prospect of a super-state—a state socialism 
and bureaucracy. 


Surely that must be what is in Herbert Hoover’s mind 
when he puts all of his power behind the development of 
trade associations, when he puts all of the vigor of his per- 
sonality into standardization, when he promotes with all his 
power such developments as the super-power development 
just referred to. Surely that is what was in Samuel Gompers’ 
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mind when he proclaimed “Industry’s Manifest Duty” to 
organize within itself, with all of its elements and factors 
joining to rule wisely from within, rather than submit to the 
Imposition of ignorance from without. 

Separate industries have gone far down the road. They 
have developed through organization. They have begun the 
regulation of trade practices. They have splendid codes of 


athyy 


ethics. They apply penalties for misdeeds. They develop 
methods of production. They encourage research. They do 
almost everything that is required. The next step is federa- 
tion, with its inter-group representation. Looking down this 
road, is it too much to contemplate a great American indus- 
trial congress, conscious of its responsibilities, conscious of 
it 
too much to look to an intelligent government of industry by 


its power and awake to its own temptations? And then, is 
industry, with Washington giving to its decisions the status 
ot law? 

I set forth these things, not with the idea that they are 
new, but out of a conviction that here we stand at a dividing 
point. We must go on, but we may select the route. We may 
smother our great industrial machine, with all of its prodigal 
promise, under a weight of dead state suzerainty. Or we may 
set industry upon its own feet, where the life bood of its veins 
may flow freely, under a self-imposed order and discipline in 
which the will to move on will not be checkmated by the im- 
pulse to forbid. Why cannot industry develop its own 
mastery ? 

Government can never be divorced entirely from indus- 
try. Nor can anyone arbitrarily fix the line at which gov- 
ernment will stop. But industry can build up its own sov- 
ereignty and 


stop the engulfing process. It can reclaim its 


reputation and justify its own wisdom. It can win and it can 
ule. And it will rule to the satisfaction of the American peo- 


ple. or it will be lost.

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without being liable to suits for damages. Justice Brandeis, 
in a dissenting opinion, said that if the “refusal to work can 
be enjoined, Congress created by the Sherman Law and the 
Clayton Act an instrument for imposing restraints upon 
labor which reminds of involuntary servitude.” 

Then there were the decisions against the milk drivers 
of Boston, the street carmen of Indianapolis and a nuniber 
of other decisions which tend to curtail the normal and, as 
we believe, the legitimate activities of labor. 

The struggle of the miners in Western Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, Hlinois, lowa and other states, which has heen 
going on for practically four months, attracts our attention. 
In characteristic, courageous fashion they have fought and 
sacrificed in such a way as to challenge our admiration. 

Many other trade unionists have been forced to cease 
work to maintain wage scales and working conditions or to 
secure advances.

Vitamines are as necessary 
to the human system as electricity is to the electric motor. No 
one has ever seen a vitamine by naked eye or powerful micro- 
scope. Innumerable tests carried on in various universities, 
notably Johns Hopkins, of Baltimore, have convinced scien- 
tists of the vitamine content of various foods. 


The vitamine was named by Professor Casimir Funk, a 
Polish experimenter of New York in 1912. “There is,” he 
said at that time, ‘‘a force that exercises vital guardianship 
over nutritive processes by which inert food material is trans- 
lated into human feeling, thought and action. That force I 
call vitamine, because it is the warden of health, because it is 
necessary to life.”

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To keep on living everybody must have sufficient air to 
breathe; and to keep on being healthy this air should be suf- 
ficiently pure and sufficiently moist and sufficiently cool, says 
the U.S. Public Health Service. By ventilation all these ends 
ave sought to be attained. 

In the open air, away from noxious gases, ventilation 
looks after itself; elsewhere, particularly in houses or in any 
closed spaces, it must be looked after. No matter how pure 
ihe air in such a space may be, anyone who enters it at once 
begins to pollute it with his breath; and it will ultimately be- 
come injurious to health unless it is renewed either by natural 
means (such as the wind) or by artificial means. 

Renewal is necessary because when “breathing in” one 
tukes away something from the air (oxygen); and when 
“breathing out” one adds something to the air (carbon diox- 
ide). Oxygen is taken from in-breathed air by the blood that 
circulates through the lungs and is carried away to help the 
iood build up the body, keep it warm and energize it—give

Temperature and humidity (per cent of moisture in the 
air) are also closely associated with ventilation. The body 
heat given off by persons congregated in a workroom, church, 
theatre or other buildings raises the temperature and _ in- 
ercases the moisture. When the temperature rises above 86° 
I. and the humidity above 80 per cent, they cause consider- 
able discomfort; when they rise higher they cause suffering, 
and when they rise still higher they may cause heatstroke. 
In winter, on the other hand, the heated air in buildings is 
usually too dry; often the humidity falls to 20 per cent, which 
| is lower than that in a desert. Air as dry as this draws mois- 
ture from the skin and from the mucous membranes of the 
nose, throat and mouth and irritates them. To be comfortable 
the humidity of a workroom should be about 50 per cent; 
and it would pay the plant manager to see that it is kept that 
high, for at 50 per cent less heat is necessary and coal is 
saved; a temperature of 62° F. is quite high enough if the 
work is active. 

The ventilation of many factories and offices depends on 


factors over which the workers may have little control. At

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home, however, in their rooms they have fewer or no other 
persons to consider and may be able to insist on pure air, espe- 
cially at night. 

The idea that night air is unhealthy and must be shut out 
is a survival from the days when men barricaded themselves 
to keep enemies from stealing upon them under cover of 
darkness: it was reinforced later, before window screens 
were invented, when malaria-bearing mosquitos entered by 
night through unclosed windows. Night air is exactly like 
day air; and neither of them is anything like so injurious as 
the air in a room whose windows are closed and whose door 
is probably never opened all night long, no matter how many 
persons are breathing into it carbon dioxide—and rebreath- 
ing it—all night long. 

If drafts upon the bed are feared, they may be prevented 
by getting a piece of board about 12 inches wide and nearly 
as long as the window sash is wide. Raise the lower sash, slip 
the board in beneath it, and draw the sash down upon it. 


Outside air will travel upward between the two sashes and 
spill into the room over the top of the lower sash. This is 
nothing like so satisfactory as having the upper sash com- 
pletely down, but it will do a lot for that sick headachy feel- 
ing that you have had every morning on waking up.

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THE LABOR CLARION 


LABOR DAY 


On the first Monday in September each year the workers of the 
nation lay down their tools and pause to celebrate the triumphs of 
their toil by indulging in sports, games and literary exercises and giv- 
ing some little thought to political and economic conditions as they 
have developed throughout the years. This is particularly true of the 
organized workers, who are very largely responsible for the gains that 
the toilers, both organized and unorganized, have made. In fact, the 
organized workers are the only ones that have any means of giving 
concrete expression to their thoughts and desire because they can col- 
lectively tell the world, through their unions, just what they want and 
how they propose to get it. The unorganized worker can only do so 
as an individual, and little or no attention is paid to individuals in these 
thoroughly organized days unless he is a particularly conspicuous 
one. We are living in an age of intensive organization, even school 
children in the primary grades get together and form organizations 
so that they can act in harmony and accord with their fellow students, 
yet there are still those in industrial life who have not yet reached the 
stage where they are able to appreciate the value of organization 
even to the extent that the children of our lower school grades give 
evidence of being mentally equipped to reason out. 


This is, of course, a pitiable state of affairs, and there could be 
no better time to give a little attention to bringing about a remedy for 
it than on Labor Day, the day set aside by law to do honor to those 
who perform the world’s drudgery. Many of those in the labor move- 
ment do, on this great day, endeavor to stimulate the thought of all 
and to map out plans calculated to give impetus to the work of organ- 
izing the unorganized, but the great mass of the toilers let such words 
of advice as are uttered on such occasions go in one ear and out the 
other and pay no more attention to such sane advice until the next 
Labor Day has rolled around, and as a direct consequence of this 
apathy the progress of organization is much slower than otherwise 
would be the case. If every member of a union would only devote just 
a little time and attention to solving the problem of organizing the 
unorganized wage workers in this country, it would not be long until 
nearly every worker in the land held membership in some labor or- 
ganization. 


There are, as a matter of fact, too many in the movement who 
are always willing to let the other fellow do the real work of main- 
taining the organization, who feel that there is no use in them denying 
themselves or making sacrifices in the interest of gaining better condi- 
tions because the officers can, and will, take care of everything without 
any assistance. It so happens, however, that there are things that the 
officers cannot do for the membership, and that no one else can do 
except the members themselves acting in unity at union meetings. 
When action is taken at a meeting, there is a definiteness about it that 
makes it binding upon all, and all can put their shoulders to the wheel 
and push in one direction and thus be sure that there will be no discord 
over the action, at least no discord of any consequence. 


Labor Day is truly a day for serious thought on the part of all 
wage workers as well as a day of recreation and rest.

sion Terminals, Inc., a man of ideas and clear vision. 

‘\ descendant from old California stock, Kearney may be 
described as a dynamic doer and a dreamer. A few years ago 
he conceived the idea of a union food terminal and then, with 
a dynamic force and a determination that knows no defeat, 
he proceeded to transform his dream into steel and concrete. 

Kearney presented his plans to the commission mer- 

chants. He brought them to realize the economic loss, the fire 
hazards, the traffic congestion and the slow, unsatisfactory 
met hods of business in the present commission district. Many 
ol the merchants shrugged their shoulders, saying, “We 
tec] a terminal, but it can’t be built.” But Kearney has been 
in ihe habit of doing the things that “can’t be done.” He 
Worked quietly and effectively for a year and a half, with the 
Teslt that today he has a stack of documents representing 


contracts with 80 per cent of the commission merchants to 
take space in the new terminal. 

Meanwhile Kearney obtained options on eighteen acres 
of private lands adjoining the United States Trz insport ace: 
and employed engineers and architects with explicit instruc- 
tions to design the most sanitary and architecturally beauti- 
ful food terminal i in the world. Fin: uly, he pr esented his con- 
tracts, his plans and his options to eastern interests, who had 
been watching California securities, and they agreed to un- 
derwrite the $6,000,000 construction costs of the new project. 

It may be said without equivocation that every San 
Francisco home will benefit by the new terminals under the 
lower costs which will be effected in handling foodstuffs. 
Its financial benefits and conveniences will extend also to the 
California farmers and to the commission merchants. Other 
benefits are tabulated as follows: 

Distribution of millions of dollars to laborers, mate- 
rials dealers and general business under the construction pro- 
gram. 

Creation of thoroughfares and boulevards on streets 
in the old commission district that are now hopelessly con- 
gested. 

3. Removal of dangerous fire hazards by permitting fire 
engines and trucks to use streets and function efficiently in 
the old district. 

4. Addition of several blocks, now occupied by commis- 
sion houses, to the general business district of the city. 

5. Reduce the congestion of river boats and ferries at 
slips and on the main avenues of travel near the Ferry Build- 
ing. 

6. Effect splendid connection with all railroads over the 
State Belt Line Railroad. 

Under the engineering and architectural plans, the ter- 
minal will form the largest and most beautiful development 
within a decade on the San Francisco waterfront. The struc- 
tures of steel and concrete will face Beach Street and extend 
over the waters of San Francisco Bay between Laguna and 
Webster Streets. The development on this site is made pos- 
sible under a city ordinance zoning the area for light indus- 
trial operations. 

Modern conveniences and scientific systems of arrange- 
ment have been embodied by the engineers in plans for the 
structures. It is significant that the entire wholesale business 
of the city may be conducted within the new enclosure and 
that every foot of floor space may be thoroughly washed and 
scrubbed at proper intervals. Atter months of work with 
large engineering staffs, the plans, which have been fully 
prepar ed, prov ide: 

Direct connection with rail and water; four one-way 
streets, 50 feet wide, bordered by sidewalks and elevated 
floors; two miles of rail lines with capacity for 168 cars; rail 
facilities at the back of every stall; space for several hundred 
automobiles without conge stion; dock facilities for ocean and 
river ships; a sanitation and drainage system that will permit 
the thorough washing of the floors, and accommodations for 
a bank, express office, telegraph office, post office, association 
rooms, brokers’ offices, restaurants, cigar stores, garage, etc. 

Actual construction on the terminals will start, accord- 
ing to the announcements, as soon as state and city permits 
have been granted. Applications for these permits are already 
on file. (Advertisement) 
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lhere are no more confusing terms in general use in mat- 
ters pertaining to Labor than those of the “open” and the 
“closed” shop. Without understanding the motives back of 
the words, naturally the word “open,” when applied to a 
workshop, world lead one to believe that the place so desig- 
nated is one wherein wage-earners, union or non-union, may 
find employment, whereas in a “closed” shop union workmen 
have created and maintain a monopoly of the work to be done. 

As a matter of fact, nothing could be farther from the 
truth. This misinformation emanates solely from opponents 
of Organized Labor. 

In an attempt to justify their opposition to paying living 
Wages (to say nothing of saving wages ), to the 44-hour week 
and humane working conditions, unfair employers pretend 
to be interested in the welfare of workers, and in maintaining 
“open” shops so that all wage-earners may secure employ- 
ment on equal terms. Let us see exactly what is meant by 
“equal terms.” 

Nowhere does a so-called “open shop” employer permit 
his employees to have a voice in determining the wages, the 
hours and the conditions of employment. It is ‘‘open’’ only 
to the extent that wage-earners may find employment therein 
provided they accept the wages, the hours and the conditions 
that the employer alone may determine. Any workman who 
refuses to concur in this one-sided arrangement cannot work

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THE SO-CALLED “OPEN” AND CLOSED SHOP 


By JOHN F. DALTON 
President California State Federation of Labor = 
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in the so-called “open” shop. Immediately it becomes closed 
to any worker who presumes to take a hand in fixing the 
terms under which he shall sell his labor or perform his work, 

Now, let us see what the shop is that unfair employers 
denounce as being “‘closed.”” It is a shop that is conducied 
under union conditions, paying union wages and observing 
union hours. 

What the unfair employer calls a “closed” shop is in 
reality wide open to all wage-earners who co-operate in se- 
curing better wages, more humane conditions and less hours. 

In the very nature of things there could not be an “open” 
shop, in which union and non-union men worked side by site, 
with no discrimination levied against either. Were such an 
attempt made, automatically the shop would become union, 
because the union men—not being discriminated against as a 
result of their affiliation—would receive higher wages than 
the non-union workman and would work less hours and under 
better conditions. Naturally, the non-union workmen would 
desire to be treated as well, and knowing that they would not 
be discharged for becoming members of a union, they would 
become such for the purpose of being placed on the same basis 
as the union workmen. Theoretically, this is what would 
happen; but actually no such thing would occur, for the 
simple reason that in no so-called “open” shop does the em- 
ployer pay to any workman union wages, grant union hours,

upon by Organized Labor. Were union men to accept such 
eniployment, they no longer could retain their membership in 
the union, therefore the force in the so-called “open’’ shop 
would consist only of non-union members. 

Any person who gives thought to the subject will become 
convinced that were an “open” shop, as the term is used by 
the enenies of unions, really beneficial to men and women 
who toil, it would not be advocated by the persons who are 
now so vociferous in its behalf. Since when have em- 
ployers who bitterly oppose collective bargaining on the 
part of Labor shown any interest in the lives of wage- 
earners ? 

The terms “‘open’’ shop and “closed” shop have proved to 
be very acceptable to employers who are opposed to paying 
decent wages and who look upon the 44-hour week as too 
short for the worker. These employers fully realize that it 
would be impossible for them to take the position publicly

In addition to 
membership in his immediate association, he eagerly accepts 
athliatiop with the Chamber of Commerce, the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association, the Rotary Club, the Lions, 
the Kiwanis, and all other organizations which he believes 
will help his business. 

It is amazing that men who have sufficient intelligence to 
conduct a business enterprise refuse to see that Labor has 
every right they claim for themselves—the right to organize, 
to federate, and to fraternize. 


It is safe to say that the average wage-earner desires to 
unite with other wage-earners, just as the average business 
It is 
natural that this is so. Of course, there are exceptions to all 


man desires to associate with other business men. 


rules. As there are lone wolves, so there are men who remain 
aloot from their fellows, but the instinct of being is associa- 
tion, each with its kind. To say that working men and work- 
ing women want to work in “open” shops—that is, in shops 
not organized 


is to set aside the age-old instinct of the race 
to band together for self-protection. 


Pitiable indeed would be the lot of Labor were it to de- 
pend upon the champions of the so-called “‘open” shop for the 
protection of Labor’s rights or the protection of its interests. 


Nowhere is the demand made that attorneys be permitted 
to practice law without having first been admitted to mem- 
bership in the Bar Association. Without this qualification 
no person can occupy the position of judge in any court of 
the land. We hear nothing of the “open” court, but from

These 
terms have lost their appeal; no longer can the public be de- 
ceived. It has awakened to the fact that there is a union shop 
aa non-union shop; that in the union shop the men and the 
women have a voice and a vote, through organization, 
in setting the price upon the only thing they have to sell— 
their labor; whereas, in the non-union shop—the unorgan- 
ized shop—the employer alone sets the wage scale. 


With the mask removed, the matter is presented in its 
ic light. The eagerness of the unfair employer for what 
| he terms the “open” shop easily is understood, just as his 
opposition to the shop he denounces as “closed” no longer 
has weight. 

Greed is concerned only in itself. It presents a grotesque 
spectacle when it pretends to be interested in the welfare of 
the burden bearers of the world. It has had much to say 
about the “open” and the “closed”’ shop, but in no shop where 
its will has been supreme has such shop been open to Justice 
and closed to Oppression. 

Labor unions never will be abolished by persons who 
resort to misrepresentation to conceal their selfish motives. 
Unions will endure while necessity remains for their exist- 
ence, and that will be until all of us heed the Master’s admon- 
ition to love one another. When we do this there will be no 
need for labor unions, no deceitful advocacy of the 
shop, and no insincere denunciation of the 


“open” 
“closed” shop.

First Trade Unions 


in America 


(Editorial from the Philadelphia Trades Union News, 
Frank W. Bauder, Editor.) 


Philadelphia is nationally and even internationally fa- 
mous as being the premier city of the United States. Its fame 
in scientific and industrial accomplishments is as wide as the 
world, and its great and glorious history is something that 
no other city in the land can ever take away from it. It has 
a record in “firsts” that is magnificent, the list published by 
the Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce containing nearly 
fifty premier events of national importance, which have, un- 
questionably, given this city its very enviable reputation.

These and many other of the “firsts” associated with the illus- 
trious history of Philadelphia are well known throughout 
the country, but we regret to sav in connection with this men- 
tion of “firsts” that only a few trade unionists in this city 
seem to know that it was in their own historic city that this 
country’s first trade unions were established.

As a result of several complaints filed with the 
Division of Labor Statistics and Law Enforcement, 
the Western Employment Agency has earned the 
unenviable distinction of being the first known 
offender under the new law. An iny estigation made 
by Louis Bloch, statistician for the Division of 
Labor Statistics and Law Enforcement, substan- 
tiated the veracity of the complaints and disclosed 
that the fees of unsuccessful applicants had not 
been refunded in with the require- 
ments of the law. The proprietor of the agency 
was warned that future violations of the employ- 
ment agency act might cause the suspension or the 
revocation of his license.

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PROBLEMS OF THE PACIFIC 


By Paul Scharrenberg

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The second biennial meeting of the Institute 
Pacific Relations held at Honolulu, H. 
the second half of July, wrestled with all 
problems and many others. 

The countries represented included the United 
States and Canada, Australia and New Zealand, 
China, Japan, Korea and the Philippines. In addi- 
tion, there was present a distinguished group of 
men from Great Britain

from the self-governing Dominions. Efforts had 
been made to secure representation from Mexico 
and Russia, but without success. The League of 
Nations was represented by three “observers.” 

The Institute’s general make-up and purpose 
have often been described but are freely misunder- 
stood and misinterpreted. The Institute 
lutely unofficial; it is non-political in the sense that 
it is non-partisan and eschews political propaganda 
even while discussing political facts and implica- 
tions; it is, emphatically, not the agency of any 
government or any number of governments. The 
136 men and women who traveled long distances 
to attend the Institute sessions this year were not 
sent by any official body or by any government 
authority.

The majority in the British or American 
groups were not quite so optimistic, though all 
seemed desirous of Nationalistic success. It was 
made evident that while the Nationalists worked 
for a time in co-operation with Russia, they have 
little sympathy with Communism. The Chinese 
delegation were thinking of the Chinese revolution 
and Chinese Nationalism as accomplished facts 
and were more than eager for immediate action 
restoring to China its complete sovereign rights. 
Population Pressure and Food Supply. 

Of no lesser importance than China’s compli- 
cated problems were the old familiar issues—im- 
migration, population and food supply. 

The chairman of the Japanese delegation, Dr. 
Sawayanagi, in his opening statement, again for- 
mally voiced the dissatisfaction of his countrymen 
with America’s Exclusion Law. This distinguished 
member of the House of Peers of Japan stated 
that his government full respected the sovereign 
right of nations to enact exclusion laws, but ques- 
tioned the right of enacting discriminatory laws 
on the basis of race. To this frank declaration, Dr. 
Sawayanagi added this highly 
somewhat conflicting statement: 

“The only satisfactory method of solving the 
problem of immigration is, not through discrim- 
inatory legislation, but through the recognition 
by the nations bordering on the Pacific Ocean, of 
the natural right of immigration. We are living 
in the new day when the notion of unlimited indi- 
vidualism is undergoing a decided change and the 
spirit of social sharing and co-operation is grad- 
ually gaining ground. I believe that the natural 
right of all humankind to share the resources of 
the world on some equitable basis and to enjoy 
the freedom of movement and residence will be 
recognized by the thinking leaders of all progres- 
sive lands. This recognition will come, however, 
not simply as a desire to relieve the pressure of 
population, but as a result of unreserved accept- 
ance of justice an fair play as fundamental prin- 
ciples of international and interracial relations. 
Naturally, I believe that it will be realized first in 
the most progressive 


significant 


and enlightened country. 
Already the dawn of such a day is being voiced by 
far-sighted thinkers. Japan will patiently await 
the coming of that day because, after weighing 
various proposed solutions, it seems to me to be 
the most rational and the only lasting solution.” 
The obvious reply to the principal complaint of 
the Japanese is that the United States has had a 
law discriminating against the yellow and brown 
races since 1790. This is the Federal statute re- 


lating to naturalization. If Japanese immigration

shade with only little flecks of golden light here 
and there where the sun fell through the leaves.

Then they would hop to 
the edge of the copper bowl and_ shake their 
feathers out, scattering little water drops all around 
them. 

By the time the Robin babies came Mme. Robin 
and M’sier Robin were trustful enough to hop 
down on the table close to where the children 
were playing. And later Mme. Robin wasn’t afraid 
to teach her Robin babies to fly near them. 


What Every Mother Knows. 


For many a day now children will play out of 
doors. This is an especially good time to teach 
them friendliness for birds, little wild creatures 
and plants. Perhaps you will begin right at home, 
with the birds in your own trees, the butterflies 
that flutter in your own gardens. The lesson you 
will be teaching is a happy one—to let all harm- 
less live things live in peace. You will teach this 
lesson best by creating a desire in the minds of 
your children to be friends with everything that 
lives. It is not the mother who says “Don’t” who 
wins response from children. It is the mother who 
cultivates in herself an eye to see the beauty of 
birds and animals, a mind to be conscious of them, 
and a will to do things that will draw them to her 
own grounds, however large or small those 
grounds may be. Her little sons and daughters 
will be quick to adopt her own interests. 

For children to take care of a garden of their 
own means hours of happy work that is like play. 
It means wholesome exercise for small muscles; 
the joy of creating something; and the acquiring 
of patience, as well as an understanding of nature 
that will be a resource when your children have 
become adults. They will learn, too, the value of 
work and respect for the results it brings. But 
they must feel that the work is their own and the 
results also. If it is a garden, they must work in 
it with their own hands. When the flowers come, 
they must know that they own the flowers. Then 
they will like their work and they will appreciate 
their flowers. 

An example of how this works comes from the 
public school system of a small city near New 
York. The children in each elementary school had 
planted and cared for flower beds in the lawns 
about the schools. The teachers had helped and 
taken a great deal of interest, but they had not 
interfered. Nor did they interfere when the flow- 
ers began to bloom. They were ready to discuss 
with the children whether to pick the flowers or 
leave them; and what to do with any flowers they 
might decide to pick; but the decision rested with 
the children themselves. There was one exception 
to this made by an old-fashioned teacher, who 
thought you couldn’t trust children behind a 
glass door. She decided everything about the 
flower beds. She commanded and exhorted and 
warned. Finally she made up her mind privately 
to pick the flowers and send them to a hospital
